The grea- 
teſt commendation of it is like 
to that of the Garamantite,e pre- 
ciows fone , that bath no beaut 
nor luſtre in the ont=ſids , or in t 
ſurface , but within the bidy of 
it appeares golden drops. What 
Cyprian fpeaketh of the worke 
of regeneration , may be truely 
applyed to this vertue. 1: « fel: 
befare it can be ſpoken of , and it 
muſt be kindled in the heart by | 
the Spirit , before it can be felr. 
It is the true Yeſtell fire that 
ſhould be ſtill kept burning in the

Leo's cenſure may ſeeme too 
tart : He that is not more religious 
in Lent then at other times , hath 
little or no religion at al, But 1 
have'good warrant to ſuſpeCt the 
fincerity of their Devotion alto- 
gether, who are not more devout 
in private then in publike. For 
tire, the cloſer. itis kept, the hot- 
ter it burncth ; and the exhala- 


tions which are violently detai- 
ned in Cranies under ground, 


and can have no vent, are of 
force to move the earth it ſelfe. 
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It cannot be otherwiſe but that 
the penitent , or compaſſionate 
eye , which droppeth in publike, 
ſhoxld runne and ouſh out with ri- 
vers of water in private. The 
afflited ſoule which ſometimes 
ſtealeth a groane , and fetcheth a 
deep ſigh in the Church,offers up 
often prayers with Ftrong cryes at |.
